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MINERAL RESOURCES 


The possibility of the establishment of a 
mining industry in the Territory of Hawaii, 
particularly on the Islands of Kauai, Maui, 
and Hawaii, have continued to command 
public interest. The Twenty-ninth Legis- 
lature by Joint Resolution 30 appropriated 
monies to the Commissioner of Public 
Lands and the University of Hawaii, and 
established a Mineral Resources Advisory 
Committee, to undertake studies respecting 
the feasibility of mining operations being 
conducted in the Territory. 


The Commissioner of Public Lands en- 
listed the cooperation and assistance of the 
U. S. Geological Survey 
and the Bureau of 
Mines, both agencies of 
the Department of the 
Interior, to aid in deter- 
mining Hawaii’s baux- 
ite potential. Following 
negotiations, each of 
these agencies sent a 
member of its staff to 
conduct on-the-site pre- 
liminary surveys of Hawaiian ores. Their 
Preliminary findings are incorporated in 
Separate reports on file in this office. 
Briefly summarized, the reports indicate 
that by reason of the apparent immensity 
of Hawaii's bauxitic resources, further 


studies are warranted todetermine whether 
these resources can be economically ex- 
ploited. д 

The writing of adequate provisions іп 
any mining lease issued by the Territory 
for the rehabilitation of lands following 
strip mining is vital to the protection of 
the Territory’s interests should a mining 
industry be established. In this connection, 
the University of Hawaii is conducting an 
experimental project at Wailua, Kauai. 
Also, the Commissioner of Public Lands 
has secured the professional services of 
Dr. Richard A. Howard, Director of the 
Arnold Arboretum of Harvard Univer sity, 
to serve as consultant in determining a 
suitable land rehabilitation program. Dr. 
Howard has had considerable experience in 
land rehabilitation methods, having served 
the Jamaican government in a similar ad- 
visory capacity. 

The Mineral Resources Advisory Com- 
mittee, constituted by Joint Resolution 30, 
is comprised of the following: Frank W. 
Hustace, Jr., Commissioner of Public 
Lands, ex-officio chairman; C. Eric Rep- 
pun, President of the Board of Agriculture 
and Forestry, ex-officio vice chairman; 
Dr. Leonard Baver, Robert Cushing, and 
Edward Hosaka, Oahu members; Norman 
Carlson and Joseph Garcia, Hawaii mem- 
bers; Robert von Tempsky, Maui mem- 
ber; and Samuel Keala, Kauai member. 
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АМО DEVELOPMENT 


Waimanalo Plan. In recent years, Hono- 
‘glu has experienced the rapid and inten- 
sive development of residential communi- 
lies both within its metropolitan area and 
lmits outskirts. Communities have sprung 
р in once sparsely populated areas such 
as Aina Haina, Niu, Kuliouou, and other 
metropolitan fringe areas, and this urbani- 
‘zing trend appears to be continuing. 


Recognizing Waimanalo’s strategic lo- 
cation in the path of this growing urbaniza- 
jtion and the extent of the Territory’s hold- 
lings in the Valley, the Commissioner of 
Public Lands determined early in the bi- 
enium that a major planning study was 
called for at this time in order that a sound 
{policy might be formulated with respect to 
these lands in the light of present trends 
and reasonably determinable future needs 
|4 the Territory. The services of the na- 
|ionally-known planning firm of Harland 
Bartholomew & Associates were therefore 
obtained to make a comprehensive study. 
The firm’s findings and recommendations 
are incorporated in its report entitled 
A General Plan for Waimanalo Valley, Is- 
|land of Oahu. 
| The report presents compilations and 
analyses and projections of available data; 
based upon these analyses and projections, 
4 long-range plan for the development of 
the Valley has been evolved, and stages of 
development for the orderly effectuation of 
the plan have been set up. The plan which 
the firm presents contemplates a future 
Community of approximately 30,000 per- 
Sons, comprising six major neighborhoods, 
with adequate education, commercial, and 
recreational facilities provided. Areas re- 
Served for agricultural, industrial, and 
resort use are an integral part of the plan; 
Patterns for the free flow of traffic into 
and around these neighborhood areas are 
established; and other aspects of develop- 
tent necessary to a complete plan are 
Provided for. 

The report states, however, that a major 
leterminant in the effectuation of the plan 


is the availability of water to supply both 
domestic and agricultural needs. The co- 
operation of all branches of government 
will be required and is earnestly solicited 
to put this proposed plan into effect. With 
a comprehensive plan for development, the 
growth of Waimanalo will be orderly and 
progressive and may be pointed to with 
pride as being an efficient, well-designed, 
and planned community. 


Lalamilo Ғаут Lots. An advisory group 
of government officials and qualified pri- 
vate citizens is collaborating in the crea- 
tion of a model farm subdivision at Lala- 
milo, Waimea, on the Island of Hawaii. Soil 
studies were made by the U. S. Soil Con- 


Servation Service, based upon which opti- 


mum lot sizes will be determined, each lot 
to comprise an economicunit provided with 
all necessary utilities, such as adequate 
roads, water for both domestic and irriga- 
tion needs, electricity, etc. 

Land at Lalamilo will become particu- 
larly desirable for farm purposes with the 
development of the new Kawaihae Harbor 
nearby, providing ready transportation fa- 
cilities for the shipment of farm products 
to Oahu's large consumer market. 


Typical lands at Lalamilo, Waimea, which 
will be subdivided into irrigated farm lots. 
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Hilo Bay-Waiakea Plan. The Territory 
| is presently conducting a study of its lands 
in the Hilo Bay-Waiakea area preparatory 
to determining an overall plan for their fu- 
ture development. The study is compre- 
hensive in scope, encompassing all the 
lands in the vicinity; any plan which may 
result from this study will require the sup- 
port of Hawaii’s people for its effectuation. 
The proper development of this important 
area in the City of Hilo can add materially 
tothe economy and beauty of the Island. 


Appendix D gives a brief summary of 
business, residence, and farm lot subdivi- 
sions that are either in the planning or de- 
velopment stage. 


CONGRESSIONAL ACTION 


Magic Island. By Act of Congress ар- 
proved on August 18, 1958 (Public Law 
85-677) certain reef lands, comprising ар- 
proximately 307 acres and identified asa 
portion of Ala Moana Reef Area, were given 
the status of public lands and placed under 
the control of the Commissioner of Public 
Lands for development. This Public Law 
has since been popularly referred to as the 
| “Magic Island Bill.” 

By reason of the strategic location of 
| such lands and the tremendous effect, both 

economical and physical, the same will. 
have upon the Territory, the proper devel- 
opment of “Magic Island" is of major im- 
Portance. Much study will be required 
Preparatory to concluding the final deter- 
mination of such development. Тһе Com- 
missioner has chosen a group of profes- 
Sionally qualified. engineers, architects and 
Manners to assist him in evaluating the 
Proper scope of activity required to deter- 
mine an optimum: development. It is rec- 
Ognized that апу plan of development must 
ih the last analysis be based upon sound 
Principles of land management, economics, 
and ап awareness of the public interest.

Sand Island. Public Law 85-756 provided 
for the transfer to the Territory of title to 
certain land within Sand Island Military 
Reservation of an area not in excess of 202 
acres. The exact boundaries of the area to 
be returned are to be determined jointly by 
the Territory and the Military. Action for 
its early determination has already been 
initiated. : 


65-year Leases. А recent amendment to 
the Hawaiian Organic Act authorizes the 
issuance of. 65-year leases by the Com- 
missioner of Public Lands. .Prior to its 
enactment, lease terms were limited to 15 
years for agricultural purposes and 21 
years for all other purposes. With land 
commanding such high sale prices in the 
Territory today, the need for a workable 


leasing program became increasingly ар- 
parent. The former 21-year limitation 
precluded the leasing of lands with a re- 
quirement for substantial improvements, 
such as for residential or business use. 
The new amendment will be of material 
benefit in the administration of the Terri- 
'tory's lands. 


А schedule of recent laws passed by the 
Icongress of the United States which affect 
this department is given in Appendix I. 


SALES AND LEASES 


Sales of publiclands onall islands during 
the biennium totalled 973.021 acres in area 
ata sale price of $3,709,614.89. The auc- 
tion of 121 residential lots in the Diamond 
Head View Lots subdivision eclipsed all 
other sales during this period. The sale, 
held іп May 1957, grossed the Territory 

‚ $2,656,585.00, which isan average of $2.05 
per square foot. Two sales of 2.73-acre 
lots in the Panaewa House Lots subdivision 
‚оп Hawaii showed the existence of a de- 
‘mand for houselots sufficient in size to 
| Permit a measure of backyard farming. At 
| both auctions, competitive bidding for the 
48 lots offered brought the final price con- 
‚ Siderably above the upset price established 
| by appraisal. A tabulation of sales of pub- 
lic lands is contained in Appendix E. 

Leases of public lands sold during the 
biennium cover some 2,932.582 acres and 
total $20,635.37 in annual rentals. A com- 

' plete list of existing leases is given in Ap- 
pendix F. Total receipts from the sale and 
leasing of public lands during the two-year 
Period ended June 30, 1958, amount to 
$7,124,342.60. 

Appendix G lists all executive orders is- 
Sued during the period. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Personnel of this department, including 
the Division of Hydrography and Bureau of 


Conveyances, are listed in Appendix A, 
along with the membership of the Board of 
Public Lands, Boards of Appraisers, and 
Boundary Commissioners. 

The Board held six meetings during the 
two-year period ending June 30, 1958. 
Matters considered at these meetings are 
tabulated in Table 1.

INTRODUCTION 


The Territory of Hawaii, in common with 
the nation as a whole, has recently experi- 
enced a variety of problems arising from 
or associated with the occurrence of fresh 
water. Too little water when and where 
needed, or at times too much of it where it 
is not wanted, is an important factor in the 
Territory’s continued economic growth. 

During the biennium just closed, there 
has been too little water at Kona, a chronic 
condition there which 
was emphasized by a 
record drought during 
the winter and spring of 
1957-58. Floods oc- 
curred in other areas: 
on Hawaii in December 
1956 and 1957, on Maui 
in August 1957, on Kauai 
and Oahu in November 
1957, and especially on 
Oahu in March 1958. During the latter 
Storm, record floods damaged new subdi- 
visions and public facilities. 

Public officials were greatly concerned 
about the ability of some regions to рго- 
Vide water for new and much needed indus- 
tries, And they noted with apprehension 
Ше encroachment of sea water into some 
of our most important ground water reser- 
Voirs. Means were studied to insure the 


continued successful operation of the water 
collection and distribution systems which 
provide, indirectly, the principal source of 
income for our people. 

A broad understanding and knowledge of 
our water resources is a primary requi- 
Site to the solution of the problems men- 
tioned above or to the proper development 
of any water supplies. The task of provid- 
ing information onthe nature and occurence 
of our water resources is assigned to the 
Commissioner of Public Lands and his Di- 
vision of Hydrography by Chapter 99, Sec- 
tion 30, of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 
1955. The Division is assigned the further 
responsibility of safeguarding artesian 
waters against wasteful use by Chapter 101, 
Sections 1 to 10. 


COOPERATION WITH U. S. G. S. 

The Division has sought full advantage of 
cooperation with the U. S. Geological Sur- 
vey, as indicated in Chapter 99, Section 30. 
Under a special permit, the District Engi- 
neer of the Surface Water Branch of the 
Survey acts as Chief Hydrographer. He is 
responsible to the Commissioner of Public 
Lands for scheduling an effective water 
resources investigation program for the 
Territory. Under this arrangement, the 
entire operation becomes a part of the 
Survey's cooperative program, assuring

high standards for accuracy, reliability, 
and impartiality. 

Separate accounts are maintained with 
the two branches of the Survey. The Sur- 
face Water Branch operates stream-flow 
measuring stations and rain gages; it also 
performs field surveys and makes the 
necessary office computations for its in- 
vestigation of streams and ditches and 
other surface flows. It approaches its 
problems through the medium of hydraulic 
engineering and fluid mechanics. The 
Ground Water Branch, approaching its 
problem through the medium of geology, 
seeks to relate the occurence and extent of 
ground-water bodies to the geologic struc- 
ture or rock formations of an area. 

Both branches require people of highly 
specialized education and training. Work

is carried out by Survey personnel or by 
employees of the Territory trained under 
the direction of Survey professionals. 

The work ofthe Division of Hydrography- 
Џ. 5. Geological Survey team is financed, 
almost entirely, by a cooperative agree- 
ment between the Division and the Survey. 
Under this agreement, cooperative offer- 
ings of the Division are matched on about 
a dollar per dollar basis by the Survey. 
The Division's share is derived chiefly 
from appropriations of the Territorial 
Legislature. However, other government 
agencies and private concerns contribute 
to the Division's special fund, which may 
be included in a cooperative agreement. 
Some of the work is paid for entirely by 
federal allotment, such as the compilation 
of records now in progress by the Survey 
and the construction and maintenance of 
special-purpose flood observation stations 
by the U. S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

The amount and source of funds used to 
support the combined efforts of the Division 
and the Survey during the biennium i$ 
Shown in Table 1. 


SURFACE-WATER INVESTIGATIONS 


Streamflow Measurements. The stream~ 
flow measuring station, more commonly 
called “gaging station,” is essential to any 
investigation of surface-water flow. From 
records obtained at a gaging station, hy~ 
drologists determine the characteristics of 


the stream and compute rainfall-runoff re- 
lationships. Findings include the portion of 
the rainfall that becomes streamflow, the 
magnitude and frequency of floods in the 
area, and the maximum amount of water 
that can be depended upon as a water- 
supply source. А study of the surface- 
water potential of a region therefore re- 
quires a network of gaging stations to ob- 
tain hydrologic samples of the region. 

The outline maps which follow show lo- 
cations of the 151 gaging stations in oper- 
ation during the biennium. These gaging 
stations can be divided into three general 
classes according to purpose and design. 

The stations identifiedas primary gaging 
stations are either (1) those so situated— 
where they can be operated over a long 
period of time unaffected by regulation, 
diversion, or other developments —that re- 
liable records of flow from definable areas 
can be used as bases for estimates of the 
potential of other streams or areas; or 
(2) those so situated on economically im- 
portant streams that their records of flow 


can serve as indexes of flow at other points 
upstream or downstream. 

A secondary station is one established 
where general streamflow information is 
desired or will likely be needed in the fu- 
ture. It is kept operating only long enough 
to establish adequate correlations with a 
nearby primary station. 

A water-management station is one op- 
erated for one or more specific purposes; 
its period of operation depends upon the 
purpose for which it is established. A sta- 


: tion supplying information for the admin- 


istration of water rights, such as user’s 
permits and licenses, might be operated 
indefinitely. One constructed for research 
and . experimental purposes or one con- 
structed to obtain additional information to 
aid in the detailed design of a particular 
project would be discontinued as soon as 
the required data were. obtained. One that 
serves in the day-to-day operation of a 
collection or distribution system or inthe 
programming of future operations would be 
kept as long as needed. 
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А crest-stage indicator is a partial rec- 
ord station used where only information 
about flood flows is wanted. Its cost is 
nominal since it consists merely of verti- 
cally-set two-inch pipe, inside of which is 
placed a removable wooden staff. Holes 
are drilled in the bottom end of the pipe to 
let in rising water. Particles of granulated 
cork placed in the pipe float up with the 
water and are left clinging tothe staff when 
the water recedes, thus recording the 
height of the flood. Such stations can pro- 
vide information vital to the proper design 
of bridges and drainage systems. 

The vain gages operated by the Division 
are located in remote areas where орега- 
tion by the Weather Bureau, or other agen- 
cies concerned with meteorology, would be 
impractical, Most are operated in conjunc - 
tion with stream-gaging stations, with rain- 
fall recorded as supplemental data.

Table 2 summarizes the investigations of 
Surface Water Branch during the biennium. 

At regular stream-gaging stations, mea” 
surements define a rating curve which 
shows the relationship between the amount 
of flow in the stream and the height of the 
water surface. Measurements at miscel- 
laneous points show flows at specific sites 
at definite times. They may be used to 
estimate the water production of ungaged 


streams by comparison with records from 
nearby gaging stations. 

‘Because of the flashy nature of Hawaiian 
streams, discharges at extremely high 
stages often cannot be measured with cur- 
rent meters. Therefore indirect measure- 
ments based on field surveys of flood- 
marks are sometimes made to determine 
peak discharges. The measurements made 
at crest-stage gage installations are 
usually of this type. 

For a stream on which enough measure- 
ments cannot be obtained to define the 
rating curve, tests may be run оп a scale 
model ofthe station. By means of the prin- 
ciple of similitude, the data obtained from 
the model are used to develop the rating 
curve for the prototype. This is an expen- 
sive procedure used only on important 
Streams when current meter or indirect 
measurements cannot be obtained. During 
the biennium, models of two gaging stations 
were constructed and tested. 


Compilation of Records. Streamflow in- 
formation—including tabulated daily flows 
of streams, the location of gaging stations, 
drainage areas, maximum, minimum and 
mean daily flows, peak discharges, and ге- 
sults of miscellaneous measurements at 
ungaged sites—is published in the annual 
annual Water Supply Papers of the Geologi- 
cal Survey under the title Surface Water

Supply of Hawaii. Original computations of 
flow, rain gage records, measurements, 
ratings, and all information supplementary 
to the published results are in the files of ` 
the Surface Water Branch and are available 
to the public. 

Data for all of the stations operated in 
Hawaii prior to June 30, 1950, will be sum- 
marized and published in a series of Water 
Supply Papers entitled Surface Water Sup- 
bly of Hawaii through 1950. Included for 
each station will be its description, loca- 
tion, average flow for the period of opera- 
tion up to 1950, and extremes of flow for 
the period. Tables will show monthly and 
yearly mean flows as well as yearly maxi- 
mum and minimum flows. This publication 
Should be a time and labor saver for users 
of streamflow data. 

Records have been reviewed and com- 
piled for all gaging stations on the Island 
of Kauai that were operated prior to June 
30, 1950, and work on the records for sta- 
tions on the other islands is continuing. 


Requests fov Data. Table 4 summarizes 
the requests for streamflow information 
which were satisfactorily fulfilled during 
the biennium. These requests came from 
plantations, engineering firms, municipal, 
territorial, and federal government agen- 
cies, and the armed forces.

Artesian Well Inspection. In: order to 
conserve the artesian waters of the Terri- 
tory, the artesian well engineer of the Div- 
ision inspects, logs, and locates new wells 
as they are drilled. He also periodically 
inspects all existing wells, taking head 
readings and testing the quality of the wa- 
ter in the wells, so that any wasteful con- 
ditions can be detected. Defective wells 
which are recased or sealed are inspected, 
and advice is given when necessary to in- 
surethat wasteful conditions are corrected. 

Table 4 summarizes the artesian well 
inspection program for the biennium.

Kona Catchment Area Study. Because of 
the extreme permeability of the ground 
surface in Kona, runoff is extremely low. 
This is true even in the moderately wet 
area between elevations 2,000 to 3,000 feet 
where rainfall averages about 75 inches 
per year. Although some streamflow 
reaches the ocean during periods of very 
heavy rains, the runoff from the usual light 
rains in the wet area may not even reach 
the stream beds. In order to investigate 
the feasibility of capturing and utilizing the 
water produced by these light rains, 4 
project was started by the Division of Ну” 
drography with funds from the Hawaii 
Water Authority and the Survey.

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An area of 16,940 square feet was 
cleared at about 2,200 feet elevation in the 
Waiaha area in North Kona. An asphaltic 
membrane was sprayed onthe cleared sur- 
face to “waterproof” the test plot. Three 
rain gages, one a recording type, were in- 
stalled to measure the amount of rainfall 
on the area. At the lower end of the area, 
a gaging station was installed, utilizing a 
special expanded-time scalerecorder. The 
device gives a continuous detailed record 
of the head on a sharp-crested 229 triangu- 
lar weir which can accurately.measure the 
small flows resulting from the light rains. 

Also, ав a part of this program, two 
other regular gaging stations were con- 
structed, one in Waiaha Stream 1,000 feet 
below the test. area, and the other on Kiilae 
Stream in South Kona. 

This experiment will provide data on the 
effectiveness of a catchment area as а 
water-supply source and also provide in- 
formation on costs of installation and op- 
eration. Both types of information are 
needed by the Hawaii Water Authority in its 
search for an economically feasible water 
supply for the Kona region. 


Oahu Flood Study. In October 1957; а 
program to investigate the magnitude and 
frequency of floods. on Oahu was initiated 
with funds from the City and County of Ho- 
nolulu and the Hawaii Water Authority, 
matched by the Survey. Twenty-six crest- 
Stage indicators have been installed at va- 
rious sites on Oahu. These sites are at or 
near points where detailed information on 
the probable intensity and frequency of 
flood flows is desired as an aid to the de- 
sign of bridges, culverts, and other drain- 
age or flood control works. Information 
Obtained from this system of indicators, 
together with records from the established 
network of recording gaging stations, will 


| eventually enable hydrologists to estimate 


(with confiderice) the probable height and 
Volume of flood flows and the frequency of 
their occurence throughout Oahu.

tained and tabulated. Indirect measure- 
ments of peak discharges have been made 
whenever possible, 24 measurements inall. 
To obtain sufficient data to define satisfac- 
tory flood-frequency curves requires ob- 
servations over a number of years. Until 
such a time that a report can be made, in- 
formation on floods as they occur will be 
published in the annual Water Supply Pa- 
pers or may be obtained from the Survey. 
files. 

Table 5 summarizes the crest-stage 
measurement program for the biennium. 


GROUND-WATER INVESTIGATIONS 


Continuing Program. The investigation 
of the Territory's ground-water resources 
by the Division, in cooperation with the 
Ground Water Branch of the Survey, is a 
continuing program. It involves the collec- 
tion and interpretation of basic hydrologic 
and geologic data. which can be used to de- 
termine the location, magnitude, movement, 
and quality of ground-water resources. 

Surface and subsurface geology pertinent 
to the occurrence of ground water are 
studied. Water-level data from wells, tun- 
nels, and shafts are collected and inter- 
preted to identify any changes in, the 
ground-water supply caused by fluctuations 
in rainfall or withdrawal by pumpage. The 
chloride content of water from wells is 


determined to note the effects of sea-water 
intrusion on the quality of the basal 


ground-water resources. Pumping tests of 


wells, tunnels, and shafts are observed and 
data collected so that the capacities of the 
water-bearing bodies to transmit or store 
water can be evaluated and so that subsur- 
face boundaries which retard ground-water 
flow can be delineated. And pumpage data 
for all important ground-water installations 
in the Islands are collected and compiled 
for future studies. | 


Forthcoming Publications. A compilation 
of records of wells, tunnels, and shafts on 
the island of Oahu was started during the 
biennium and is scheduled to be published 
by December 1960. This volume, along 
with those planned for the other islands, 
will be of value during any future ground- 
"water investigation. 

The manuscript of the report on the 
ground water and geology of Kauai has been 
submitted for review by staff officials of 
the Survey. 

Under a continuing observation well pro- 
gram, water levels in selected wells in Ha- 
waii are compiled for publication in an an- 
nual series of Water Supply Papers which 
show water levels and artesian pressures 
in the United States. The data for the wells 
in Hawaii are included in Part 6 of this an- 
nual series which includes also data for 
wells in the southwestern states of Arizo- 
na, California, Nevada, and New Mexico. 
Copies of this publication are available 
through the Survey. 


Assistance in Geology Matters. The 
District Geologist acted as the Bureau of 
Reclamation contracting -officer’s герге“ 
sentative in the selection of a test well site 
in Waikolu Valley, Molokai, and in the 
opening of bids for the drilling of the well. 
All bids were rejected as excessive by the 
Bureau of Reclamation. Тһе test wells 
were to be a part of the Bureau's study of 
the Molokai Irrigation Project. The cost 
of the participation by the District Geolo- 
gist was paid by the Bureau of Reclamation.

A report covering a preliminary geologic 
study of dam and reservoir sites on Kawai- 
koi and Waiakoali Streams on Kauai was 
transmitted to the Hawaii Water Authority. 
The cost of the field work and report pre- 
paration was paid by the Hawaii Water 
Authority under an agreement withthe Sur- 
vey. 


Water Resources of Southern Oahu. А 
Study of the water resources of southern 
Oahu was also started. An attempt is be- 
ing made to determine how much, if any, 
additional water can be developed in the 
àrea, and to establish controlling conditions 
in the development and use of water in the 
area. Although the continuing flow of large 
Springs along the shores of Pearl Harbor 
indicates that additional water could be de- 
Veloped, past experience has shown that 
large new developments have been associ- 
ated with increases in the salinity of exist- 
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ing supplies. In addition there is the pos- 
sibility that the present rate of use is ex- 
ceeding the rate of replenishment and that 
water discharged from the area might in- 
clude a considerable amount of water from 
storage. 

A project of this kind includes three 
types of activity: the collection of data, the 
analyses of these data, and the presentation 
of the results in the form of a report. This 
project was blessed by a large amount of 
available data on heads, draft, and chemical 
composition accumulated by plantations and 
government agencies over the years. As- 
sembling and evaluating this existing infor- 
mation took most of the biennium. 

Because of time limitations, the соПес- 
tion of new data was confined to special 
detailed studies. А detailed precipitation- 
runoff study was started on the upper part 
of Kipapa Stream, and periodic salinity ob- 
servations were instituted on a large num- 


ber of spring orifices at Pearl Harbor. А 
deep test hole was drilled onthe shore of 
Pearl Harbor to explore hydrologic and 
geochemical conditions under the island. 
Substantial progress has been made in 
analyzing the data, and the preparation of a 
report on the work has begun. 
Details of the special studies follow. 


1. Precipitation-Runoff Study. The 
amount of water that can be safely with- 
drawn from a ground-water body. depends 
on the amount of water available for re- 
placement and the rate at which this re- 
placement (ог recharge) can take place. 
The recharge can sometimes be estimated 
with reasonable accuracy by using the so 
called “water-budget” method, which 
states that surface-water inflow plus rain- 
fall equals surface-water outflow plus eva- 
potranspiration plus ground-water ге- 
charge. 

Determination of the exact amount of 
each element is extremely difficult, but 
rainfall and surface water in the outflow 
canbe measured with reasonable accuracy. 
In those areas where evapotranspiration 
can be estimated, an equation may be set 
up that will provide an approximate value 
of rate of recharge. In central Oahu a 
sample area was found to which this water- 
budget method of study could be applied. 

Most of the ground water in southern 
Oahu is derived from the heavy rain that 
falls on the leeward portion of the Koolau 
Range. A study was initiated in a repre- 
sentative drainage basin in the central Ko- 
olau Range to establish the relationship 
between rainfall and runoff. The upper 
part of Kipapa Gulch was chosen because 
of its central location. Its accessibility 
and. the fact that there is no surface-water 
inflow into the area make it ideal. 

A network of 18 storage rain gages now 
measure the rainfall inthe area, and а ге- 
cording stream gage measures the surface- 
water outflow. Analyses of these records, 
together with estimates of evapotranspira- 
tion, leads to reasonable estimates of the 
amount of recharge contributed by this 
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specific area. By extension, an estimate of 
total recharge from other parts of the Ko- 
olau Range having similar geologic and 
topographic conditions has been made. 


2.Deep Test Hole. It has been known 
since early in the century that the general 
aspects of the Ghyben-Herzberg principle 
prevail in the occurrence of basal water on 
Oahu. However, a critical study has never 
been adequately made of the changes that 
take place in the fresh-water lens in re- 
sponse to the forces acting on the system. 
An investigation was undertaken in late 
1957 and early 1958that is expected to pro~- 
vide solutions to some of the problems in 
the behavior of the ground-water body in 
the Pearl Harbor region. 

The main feature of the study is a five- 
inch test well which was drilled on the 
shore of Pearl Harbor near Kalauao Spring

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until sea water was encountered 1,308 feet 
below the ground surface. The shore of 
Pearl Harbor was chosen because it is in 
this area, where the water in the fresh- 
water lens attempts to flow into the sea, 
that the reaction ofthe lens to changing hy- 
drologic conditions is most apparent. 
Valuable geologic information was ob- 
tained during drilling; in addition, deter- 
minations of head, chloride content, and 
temperatures were made at various depths. 
À one-inch pipe was installed with its open 
bottom in sea water at the bottom of the 
hole and equipped with an automatic re- 
corder to measure the potential in the sea 
water beneath the fresh-water lens. The 
information already obtained from the in- 
stallation has proved to be of great value in 
hydrologic interpretations; it is expected 
that records obtained over the years will 
provide additional valuable information, 


THE FUTURE 


Much of the work of the Division of Hy- 
drography is of a continuing nature. This 
is especially true of stream-gaging inves- 
tigations. Water-management stations op- 
erated in connection withthe administration 
of the Territory's water licenses continue 
in operation through the original term and 
repeated renewals of the various licenses 
or leases. 

The network of primary stations is as 
nearly continuous as the growth and change 
of the areas in which they are located will 
permit. These primary stations provide 
long histories of streams and reflect the 
long-period cyclic weather or climatic 
Changes and the response of streams or 
water sources to such changes. They are

water and the artesian head must be made 
toward early detection of salt water intru- 
sion and widespread damage to a water 
source by overdraft. 

These continuing responsibilities in- 
crease in scope commensurate with popu- 
lation increase and industrial expansion, 
demanding parallel growth of the Division. 
They are inescapable if the Territory’s 
water sources are to continue to adequately 
serve the public interest. Therefore, sub- 


ject to the necessary appropriations by the 
Territorial Legislature, about 65 percent 
of the Division’s work during the next bi- 
ennium will be in continuing these vital ob- 
servations and performing the computations 
and record keeping required. 


Surface-Water Projects. Among the 
surface-water projects of the Division for 
the coming biennium: 


1. Secondary gaging stations are being 
discontinued at the end of five years serv- 
ice where satisfactory statistical relation- 
ships with nearby primary stations have 
been established. Ten stations were dis- 
continued this biennium, at least five more 
will be discontinued during the 1958-1960 
biennium. About ten new secondary sta- 
tions will be established to meet.the needs 
for stream flow information of low altitudes 
and in areas promising early industrial de- 
velopments. 


2. The flood-study program may continue 
fifteen years before sufficient data is ob- 
tained to meet the requirements of design 
planning and construction agencies. It will 
be continued through the coming biennium. 


3. The catchment area experiment at 
Kona will require at least two more years 
operation before it can provide useful and 
reliable data. 


4, The increasing demand of the Terri- 
tory’s artesian basins, especially on Oahu 
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but to some extent on other islands, re- 
quires expansion of the artesian well en- 
gineer’s facilities and assistance. 


5. The promise of bauxite mining as an 
industry requires hydrologic attention to 
areas likely to be niined. 


6. The compilation of records through 
1950 will be completed in 1960. 


Ground-Water Projects: 


1. The three-year study of the water re- 
sources of the Pearl Harbor region by the 
Ground Water Branch ofthe Survey will be 
completed in June 1959. The findings in 
this study, however, and the rapidly in- 
creasing demands upon our ground-water 
resources make a continuation of this 
study to other areas of Oahu most impera- 
tive. 


2. Division of Hydrography Bulletin 13 
The Geology and Ground-Water Resources 
of Kauai, now completed and being re- 
viewed in Washington, will be ready for 
distribution by June 1959. A revision will 
be initiated of Bulletins 1, 4 and 5 treating 
with the geology and ground-water re- 
sources of Oahu and the artesian wells on 
Oahu. Many new wells have been drilled: 
since the publication of these volumes 
in 1935-40, and recent studies of the Pearl 
Harbor region provide some new concepts 
of the nature ofthe ground water bodies on 
Oahu.

Appendix I 


ACTS OF CONGRESS 
AFFECTING THE COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC LANDS 
June 30, 1956 - August 28, 1958 


Title 


To authorize the commissioner of public lands to sell public lands located at Weliweli, Kauai, 
to certain claimants. 


To authorize and direct the exchanges and sales of public lands within or adjacent to the dis- 


trict of Puna, Hawaii, for the relief of persons whose lands were destroyed by volcanic activity. 


To authorize the commissioner of public lands to sell public lands under certain circumstances 
without public auction [landlocked remnants]. 


To withdraw and restore to its previous status under the control of the Territory of Hawaii 
certain land at Kaakaukukui, Honolulu, Oahu [Fort Armstrong]. 


To authorize the commissioner of public lands to sell public lands Located at Kaneohe Bay, 
Oahu to certain persons. 


To amend section 73(i) of the Hawaiian Organic Act [homesteading]. 


To provide that withdrawals, reservations, or restrictions of more than 5,000 acres of public 
lands of the U, S. for certain purposes shall not become effective until approved by Act of Con- 
gress, and for other purposes. 


To amend section 73(q) of the Hawaiian Organic Act; to approve and ratify JR 32, SLH 1957, 

authorizing the issuance of $14,000,000 in aviation revenue bonds; to authorize certain land 

exchanges at Honolulu, Oahu, T. H., for the.development of the Honolulu airport complex; and 
for other purposes. 


To provide that certain employees under the jurisdiction of the commissioner of public lands 
and those under the jurisdiction of the board of harbor commissioners of the Territory of 
Hawaii shall be subject to the civil service laws of the Territory of Hawaii. 


To grant the status of public lands to certain reef lands and vesting authority in the commis- 
sioner of public lands of the Territory of Hawaii in respect of reef lands having the status of 
public lands [Magic Island]. 


To amend Public Law 481, 84th Congress (70 Stat. 104). [removal of patent restriction]. 2 


To approve joint resolution 28 enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii in the 
regular session of 1957, relating to the conditions and terms of right of purchase leases. 


To authorize the commissioner of public lands of the Territory of Hawaii to exchange certain 
public lands for private lands of equal value required for public highway purposes. 


To amend section 73(1) of the Hawaiian Organic Act, as amended [$15,000 new exchange 
limitation]. 


To amend the Hawaii Organic Act relating to the title of ceded land by the President [to in- 
clude the University of Hawaii]. 


To amend the Joint Resolution of the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii, as amended by 
the Act of August 23, 1954, to permit the granting of patents in fee simple to certain occupiers 
of public lands. 


To provide for the transfer of title to certain land at Sand Island, T. H., to the Territory of 
Hawaii, and for other purposes. 


To amend the Hawaiian Organic Act, and to approve amendments of the Hawaiian land laws, 
with respect to leases and other dispositions of land [65-year leases]. 


To permit certain sales and exchanges of public lands of the Territory of Hawaii to certain 
persons who suffered a substantial loss of real property by reason of the tidal wave of 
March 9, 1957.
